Mr. S. Roberts, who has been away 
from home for several weeks, in the 
■employ of the Osbourne Engineering 
Co., surveying a railroad from Cumber¬ 
land river to Harrodsburg and Dan¬ 
ville, returned home last Friday night, 
the survey having been completed. 
Mr. Roberts informs The Sun that he 
believes this road will be built at an 
early date, and unless the survey is 
changed, it will miss Springfield about 
seven miles and a half, running a little 
to the east of Texas, through the farm 
of Mr. Fleece Bosley. However, if the 
citizens of Springfield desire to secure 
this road, there is a possibility Of get¬ 
ting it by paying for a survey from 
Lebanon through Washington county 
to Springfield, thence from Springfield 
through the Mooresville section. To 
carry this survey through Springfield 
will cost about *500. but this is a very 
insignificant sum if there is any proba¬ 
bility of securing the road. Some at¬ 
tention should be given to this matter, 
and if the people believe there is even 
a remote possibility to secure the road, 
they should lend every assistance to the 
promoters.

Fatal Shooting. 


Mr. John A. Simms died at his home 
I in Chattanooga, Tenn., last Thursday 
morning, September 28, 1906. Mr. 
Simms was born near Springfield March 
1 13. 1866, and spent the greater part of 
i bis life here. About four years ago ha 
moved to Owensboro, where he was en¬ 
gaged in business. Later be moved to 
Henderson, where he remained until one 
year ago, when he went to Chattanoaga. 

Mr. Simms had been ill for quite a 
while of a very obstinate stomach and 
liver trouble, but not until about ten 
days ago was his condition considered 
serious, and. while a great many of his 
triends were surprised when the news 
of his death was received, his family 
and closest friends had been made aware 
that the end was near. 

The deceased was a man of stong in¬ 
tellect and personality, and was honored 
and admired by a large number of 
Washington county people. He waa 
open-hearted, genteel and courageoas, 
and there are few who are more ac¬ 
commodating and charitable than waa 
he.

Some Interesting Statements That the People 
Ought to Know. 


Winter eg* farming Is Jo* as far 
l ahead of the general poultry fanning 
[ as practiced by our farmers as sc leu 
I tlfic dairying carried on In winter Is 
; ahead of the old time grain farming. I 
j know very well that more failures are 
I recorded from the egg farming in win- 
I ter than from dairying in winter, but 
this is to be expected when we con¬ 
sider that the oppnrtunity for getting 
Information along tills line is not so 
greut ns It is on dairying, hut I know 
that If a little preparation Is made In 
i advance of the time that -we wish to 
put our eggs on the marlyjt It Is Just 
as easy to pluce eggs on the market in 
| winter as it is In aunimer and far more 
profitable. 

If we will Just prepare ourselves, 
abend by starting early to get ont our 
chicks, giving them the very best pos¬ 
sible chance of growth, ami not think, 
as a great many do. that aftpr they 
have reached a certain age they can 
shift for themselves. |>a.ving little or 
no attention to the growth of the 
chicks and then ask them to give us 
n high priced product when the condi¬ 
tions of the weather are such that they 
have nil they can do to sustain them¬ 
selves—right here Is where most of out 
people make a mistake 

It should t»e well understood by all 
that. iM-sides getting the greatest 
growth of muscle anti bone, we want 
feathers also. In order to get this 
growth of feathers see to It that your 
pullets are not allowed to sit In piles 
at night during the heated season of 
the year, hut make some provision for 
I torches and see that they get on to 
them, and In this way. If properly fed. 
you will get the lwavy overcoat of 
feathers they need to keep them warm 
during our rigorous winters. 

See that their house is cleaned up 
some time during the summer, so when 
the time comes In the fall to get your 
stock in they will not lie neglected and 
Is* overtaken by winter. They should 
be taken In Just as they first commence 
to lay. and then give them the best 
•of cary. so na to keep them laying the 
entire winter. 

The houses should be light and 
roomy, with a floor of earth covered 
with litter of some- kind, such ns 
straw or out cornstalks, and all grains 
should Is* fed lu this litter, so us to 
keep the fowls busy the entire winter 
I»o not neglect this, for It Is the most 
important part of the whole affair.—

I “On July 1 there were in operation 
1 in the United States 32,085 routes, and 
1 of these Kentucky has oply 564. This 
•far below the number which other' 
Southern States of Kentucky’s size and 
i importance have, while this disparity i 
i between other States contiguous to the i 
Old Commonwealth is even more strik-1 
i ing. For example. Indiana has nearly 
I 2.000 mutes, Ohio 2,900 and Illinois 2,- , 
500. 

I “The backwardness of Kentucky \ 
may be attributed to the fact that the 
members of her delegation in Congress | 
are not of the hustling kind. • • • | 
j There is no State in the Union which i 
needs the extension of the rural de-, 
livery service more than Kentucky, 
and it is unfortunate that her Senators | 
and Rcpreesntatives have not been more 
active in securing this boon to the in- ; 
habitants in the interior section of the 
State.” 

There are some facts and some errors 
in the above. Kentucky should not be j 
compared with Ohio, Indiana and Illi¬ 
nois. Thp fault, if there is a fault, is 
not with the members of Congress, it i 
is with the people themkelves. In a 
recent statement from Supt. W. R. 
Spilman. in Washington, that gentle¬ 
man is quoted as saying in reply to the ; 
charge that Kentucky is not receiving 
its due at the hands of the rural free ■ 
delivery officials: 

"On June 30, 1904, Kentucky had 320 
rural routes in operation. On June 30. 
1905, she had 564 routes in operation 
a gain during the fiscal year of 224 
routes. • • • During the last fiscal 
year 346 petitions for rural routes in 
Kentucky were’filed, and on June 30.

“My Dear Sir: In response to your 
very kind inquiry. I take plrasure in 
informing you that there are in posses¬ 
sion of private citizens of. this town 
and county very complete maps of this, 
Webster, county, showing all the roads 
and how they run.” 

The lack of suitable county road 
maps is Kentucky is well known to De¬ 
partment officials at Washington. 
While the service is being established 
as fast as practicable and Kentucky is 
receiving its proportionate share, ac¬ 
cording to the number of petitions on 
file, it is also well understood that the 
only reason for Kentuckians being slow 
is that the people in many of the coun¬ 
ties are unprepared for the service. If 
we would catch up with the States of 
Ohio and Indiana we must have the 
county road maps to do the work with.
